E ve r since the last congress ended a 
comm ission composed of three mem- 
ers of each hou se has been w orking on 
postal m atters, particu larly as regards 
railw ay mail pay and good roads for 
ru ral 
rou tes. 
T hre e m em bers from 
each hou se, I said, bu t the w ork has 
really been cu rried on by F o rm er S ena­ 
tor Bou rne of Oregon, w ho h b e e n 
devoting his tim e to these m ibjects 
w ithou t pay. 
Bou rne has reached som e conclu sions 
abou t the g overn m en t d u ring this time. 
In the first place, lie is em phatic in Ids 
belief tha t w e have the best form of 
governm ent ever devised by m an for 
the hu m an ru ce. 
" B u t it m u st be vi­ 
talized,” he says. 
"It m u st be m ade to 
carry ou t the w ishes of the people.” 
T hen he w ou ld have a few changes 
made, one of w hich w ou ld tak e from 
the president the pow er of nom inating 
officers of the federal go vern m ent serv­ 
ing in the different states. 
T he pow er 
of the president is too great, m ade so 
by patronage, is the opinion of Bou rne. 
Co mmissio n Wo rk. 
B ou rne has also conclu ded tha t the 
best resu lts for legislation can be ob­ 
tained by com m issions composed of 
congressm en, 
who can 
bring abou t 
practical w orking law s. 
T herefore he 
is convinced tha t the comm ission of 
w hich be is a m em ber will bring abou t 
an a d ju stm en t of railw u y mall pay, 
second class rates of i>ostage and final­ 
ly will presen t a practical plan for the 
Im provem ent of the rou ds of the cou n­ 
try by federal aid. 
For the la tte r plan B o nm e has evolv­ 
ed a financial schem e w hich contem ­ 
plates the re tu rn of thefm oney paid by 
the federal g o ve rn m e n t a fte r a period 
of fifty years w hich m ay satisfy the 
consciences o f those w ho are a bit 
squ eam ish on accou nt of sta te s’ rights. 
Wants to Get Thro ug h. 
S enator O verm an, chairm an of the 
lobby in vestigatin g com m ittee, has had 
enou gh. 
H e wou ld like to get throu gh 
A. G. Briggs anti 
w ith it as soon as possible. 
H e w an ts 
to give every body a chance to be 
heard, and he doesn’t really enre how 
m u ch evidence goes Into the record of 
the "nse If they will only pu sh it along 
rapidly. 
It has ra the r am u sed m em bers of 
the com m ittee to see senators ru sh in 
w ith bills to su ppress the lobbyists, 
esjieciu lly win n it is expected tha t the 
special com m ittee will recom m end leg 
■ islation and probably prepare a bill. 
T hey know tha t som e one Is seeking 
to have a little of the advertising tha t 
is going abou t.

at Newport, R. I. 


N ewport, R. I., Ju ly 3 .— B aked clams 
and battleships, oratory, both patri­ 
otic and political, and a drill of naval 
appren tices 
were 
combined 
in the 
navy day program of the national Pro­ 
gressive conference. 
Mr. R oosevelt’s navy speech was a 
plea for the m ain ten an ce of adequ ate 
naval stren gth. H e declared tha t in 
international relatio ns the only safe 
cou rse for the A m erican people was 
"to combine absolu te cou rtesy and 
Ju stice tow ard o ther n atio ns which 
tha t prepared ness for which is the 
only su re m eans of averting war." 
In his second add ress the colonel 
discu ssed Progressive politics, qu oted 
from the party ’s platform of last year 
and said that this declaration of prin­ 
ciples wou ld be recognized in the fu ­ 
tu re as one of the great triu m phs in 
Am erican political history.

nopoly and tariff.
